Ottawa Should Prevent This 

Premier Pattullo hasn't been spending 
his time in Washington to no purpose. He 
has evidently lined up powerful official in- 
fluence there behind his proposal to build 
a United States-Alaska highway through 
British Columbia. The latest development 
is that Congress may be asked at the pres- 
ent session to lend the province $15,000,- 

| 000 with which to construct the road. As 

| the cost is estimated to be $20,000,000, the 

| inference is that the Dominion will be ask- 
ed to provide the remaining $5,000,000 

Whether or not the latter is the plan, 
the Dominion should tell the Premier he 
need not go to the government and par- 
liament of another country for the money, 
that the Dominion will supply the whole 
amount if the province wants to under- 
take the project. If necessary the Domin- 
ion should insist. 

There are too many and too obvious 
chances of entanglements to permit a Can- 
adian province to borrow money from a 
foreign government. British Columbia is 
a part of Canada, and no outside authority 
should be allowed to obtain any sort of a 
mortgage on it, nor any sort of propriet- 
ary interest in the proposed highway. 

There is no need to seek highway 
money from the United States treasury, 
nor from United States investors for that 
matter. More gold is mined in British 
Columbia in a year than the road will cost. 
The Bank of Canada, acting on behalf of 
the Dominion Government, can buy a 
year's output of the B.C. mines, put it in 
reserve, and issue the $20,000,000 of new 
money for the highway, with no interest 
charges beyond bookkeeping costs and no 
obligation to Congress or any other out- 
side authority.

Inflammation of the bladder, technically 
known as cystitis, may occur in both an acute 
and chronic form. Often the discomfort arising 
from this trouble will be reflexed to the back 
and will appear in the form of backache. It has 
been my observation that inflammation of the 
bladder is a constant source of discomfort in the 
lower back, and chronic inflammation of the 
bladder may induce a noticeable back pain, 
without any symptoms in the bladder itself. 


The bladder is a small sac which acts as a 
storage organ for the liquid thrown out by the 
two kidneys. It is lined with mucous membrane 
and this membrane may become irritated and 
inflamed when the kidney elimination is over- 
loaded with toxic material. 


There are three principal causes of cystitis. 
These are chemical causes, bacterial causes, and 
mechanical causes. By a chemical cause is meant 
an irritation of the bladder lining due to chem- 
ical substances. Such irritation may be pro- 
duced by excessive indulgence in alcoholic bev- 
erages, by the use of highly spiced foods, and by 
the use of onions and garlic which contain irrit- 
ating substances which are eliminated by way 
of the bladder. 

Bacterial invasion which is so commonly 
associated with bladder trouble may reach the 
bladder as an extension from some other part of 
the body. The fluid ordinarily held in the blad- 
der is sterile; however, cystitis may bring about 
an interference with the out-flow of liquid, and 
this liquid which is kept in the bladder for too 
long may undergo decomposition, thus favoring 
bacterial activity. 

The most important mechanical causes of 
cystitis are prolapsus and in men, prostatic en- 
largement. In prolapsus, the pressure exerted 
by the sagging organs may be sufficient to cause 
a mechanical irritation of the bladder. Prostatic 
enlargement acts by causing pressure in such a 
way as to interfere with the free voiding of the 
bladder. 

The symptoms of cystitis vary with different 
cases and it is possible for a chronic, mild in- 
flammation to exist for some time without caus- 
ing any noticeable distress. In some of the acute 
cases, the symptoms may be so severe as to cause 
the patient constant discomfort. The usual 
re burning sensation, pain during the 
ing the bladder, or immediately 
r i a scalding sensation during void- 
ing. y be a frequent desire to empty 
the bladder, which will interrupt the sleeping 
hours. Pain directly over the bladder usually 
means retention of fluid, produced by the organ 
failing to empty properly. In the chronic cases, 
the only sign may be a backache which comes 
and goes, being worse after strenuous exercise, 
such as heavy digging in the garden. 

The diagnosis of cystitis is hastened by mak- 
ing a laboratory test of the kidney elimination

Council also approved Mr. Crock- 
ett's bid for the refreshment con- 
cession, the city to receive $200 for 
every $10,000 of gross gate receipts 
with a gueranteed minimum of 
$800 per season for the concession. 

A tender by Andrew Duncan 
and Son was rejected on the 
grounds that it was irregular, 
tenderers having failed to submit 
a bidding cheque of $2,500 with 
the tender. Appearing for these 
bidders, ©. Gerald O'Connor, 
M.L.A., urged that the city accept 
this bid as it was larger than 
that submitted by Mr. Crockett.

Anglican Prelate Of Yukon 
Against Formation Of 


New Province 


Opposition was voiced Tuesday 
by Bishop W. A. Geddes, Angli- 
can bishop of the Yukon, to the 
merging of Peace River, northern 


British Columbia, the Yukon, and 
parts of the northwest, He is a 
guest at the Macdonald hotel. 


Proposal that such a step be 
taken was made recently by the 
chamber of commerce at Peace 
River 


“We have enough provinces as it 
is and there is no need of carrying 
out a new one in the north,” Bishop 


Geddes, famed flying bishop, as- 
serted 
LITTLE BENEFIT SEEN 

Little economic benefit to the 


Yukon was seen by the bishop from 
the new set-up 
“There appears to be 


economic connection between the 
Yukon and the other units suggest- 
ed,” he declared 


Value of having a road built from 
Edmonton to the Yukon was 
stressed by Bishop Geddes as being 


a more useful task than any re- 
drawing of the bounds of present 
provinces. 


Although reluctant to discuss the 
scheme to unite the Yukon to Brit- 
ish Columbia, Bishop Geddes indi- 


cated that opposition to the move 
still was marked in the northern 
area. 


ANNEXATION FEARED 

Reason for this feeling was seen 
in the fear that annexation would 
result in increasing the weight of 
taxation and also strip the Yukon 
of its autonomy. 

There are only 1500 voters in the 
Yukon and therefore it would have 
to form part of a British Columbia 
federal constituency. 
| At present the Yukon has a 

member of its own in the House of 
Commons. 
| Little fear of the Yukon being 
| exposed to attack wes seen by 
| Bishop Geddes. Sheltered on all 
| sides save the Arctie by a protec- 
tive rim of mountains, the Yukon 
was one of the safest spots on the 
continent and defence was 
simply @ remote academic problem, 
he suggested 

Unless swift action is taken to 
build a road to Goldfields, this 
province may find itself losing 
trade in that area to Saskat- 
chewan which is planning to set 
up an all weather road there 
soon, he suggested.
